reduction  ol  "A  little  Night  Music."  Both  musicals  received  critical  acclaim, 
he  presentation  ot  "Le  No/./.e  di  Figaro"  in  September  1 999  marked  the  debut

of  opera  at  Lehigh.  The  collaboration  of  such  professional  operatic  productions 
at  Lehigh  provided  opportunities  for  talented  students  on  stage,  in  the  pit  and

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The  136th  meeting  of  Lehigh  vs.  Lafayette  took  place  on  November  18, 
2000  before  a  packed  crowd  at  Lafayette.  It  ended  with  a  3 1  - 1 7  win  over  the 
Leopards  to  improve  to  a  six-game  winning  streak  over  the  Hawks"  league 
rivals.  For  the  seniors  on  the  squad,  the  win  made  it  a  third  consecutive 
graduating  class  that  was  never  defeated  by  Lafayette.  Lehigh's  strong 
defensive  squad  struggled  early  in  the  game  and  had  difficulty  holding  the 
Lafayette  offense  as  the  Leopards  jumped  out  to  an  early  lead.  However,  late 
in  the  second  quarter  after  tying  the  game  at  10.  the  Hawks  took  their  first 
lead  off  a  five-yard  run  by  Derek  Merrifield.  After  that  Lehigh  never  looked 


back.  The  Hawks  came  out  throwing  in  the  second  quarter  dominating  the 
Lafayette  opponents  to  wrap  up  the  season  by  showing  why  Lehigh  deserved 
the  title  of  Patriot  League  Champion.  Lehigh  defensive  back  Matt  Salvaterra 
was  the  MVP  for  his  game-high  1 1  tackles  and  two  interceptions,  making 
him  the  first  defensive  player  since  1980  to  earn  that  honor.

Others 
ire  simply  curious.  Career  Services  holds  a  different  career  fair  for  each  of  the 
hrce  schools  and  urges  students  to  participate  and  be  prepared  for  the  difficult 
ask  of  landing  the  perfect  job.  The  career  fair  is  not  only  for  seniors.  Career 
Jervices  recommends  undergraduates  head  to  the  fair  to  get  a  head  start  on 
letworking  and  look  for  possible  summer  jobs  and  internships.  Career  Services 
Jso  urges  students  to  bring  30-50  copies  of  their  resumes  with  them  to  leave 
vith  the  various  companies  and  aKva\'s  project  confidence  and  enthusiasm. 


According  to  Career  Services,  the  majority  of  Arts  &  Sciences  job  seekers  from 
the  Class  of  2000  chose  corporate  positions  in  the  areas  of  Customer  Services/ 
Marketing/Sales/Communications  and  Consulting.  Forty-one  percent  decided  to 
pursue  further  education  and  gained  acceptance  to  highly  competitive  programs. 
1  he  vast  majoriry  of  Business  graduates  sought  and  obtained  employment  upon 
graduation  at  salaries  typically  at  least  10  percent  higher  than  national  averages. 
Lehigh  Engineering  majors  have  the  choice  of  immediate,  well-compensated  work 
in  dieir  chosen  fields  or  graduate  school  placements  to  funher  their  technical 
training.

The  many  different  fratemitv  dogs,  a  recent  trend  on  the  hill, 
typically  run  the  fields  as  the  center  of  attention.  By  far,  a  favorite  aspect  of  tailgates 
is  the  diversity  of  people.  You  can  bring  friends  from  home,  invite  your  parents 
or  even  grandparents  or  just  relax  with  people  from  all  over  campus.  Its  a  special 
tradition,  and  the  extent  to  which  Lehigh  authorities  give  students  freedom  is 
unique  to  our  campus.

This  past  fall  was  another  successful  season 
for  many  of  Lehigh's  athletic  teams.  The 
football  team  continued  its  dynasty  by 
capturing  another   Patriot   League 
Championship  while  advancing  to  the 
second  round  of  national  playoffs.  The 
men's  soccer  team  also  took  home  the 
Patriot  League  title  by  beating  archrival 
Lafavette  in  the  final  round  of  the  tourna- 


ment. The  women's  soccer  and  field  hockey 
teams  both  experienced  turn  around  years  that  are  allowing  their  programs  to 
develop  and  earn  more  respect.  The  men's  and  women's  cross  country  teams 
placed  fourth  and  second,  while  Debbie  Utesch  received  Patriot  League  Coach 
of  the  Year  Honors  for  the  women's  best  finish  in  the  last  nine  years.

The  Lehigh  men's  soccer  team  had  a  historic  year  winning  the 
Patriot  League  Championship  and  gaining  an  NCAA  birth.  Led  by 
seniors  Andy  Soisson,  John  Wrobel  and  Andy  Casey,  the  men's 
soccer  team  had  an  unprecedented  run  in  the  final  three  weeks  of  the 
season  to  keep  its  dream  alive:  defeating  Navy  2-1  in  double  over- 
time, stunning  Bucknell  with  nine  seconds  left  to  win  1-0  and 
beating  Bucknell  the  following  week  in  the  first  round  of  the  playoffs 
1-0  to  advance  to  the  finals  against  the  top-seated  team  Lafayette.  In 
dtamatic  fashion,  the  men's  soccer  team  scored  with  just  11.4 
seconds  remaining  to  send  the  championship  game  into  overtime. 
After  four  sudden  victory  periods,  the  game  remained  deadlocked 
and  the  teams  went  to  penalty  kicks  to  decide  the  championship.  It 
was  not  until  Co-Captain  Andy  Soisson's  kick  did  Lehigh  emerge  as 
the  2000  Patriot  League  Champion,  and  the  celebration  erupted. 
The  journey  was  a  result  of  exceptional  mental  endurance  and  the 
mental  stability  displayed  by  twenty-three  courageous  young  men. 
The  reward  was  a  championship  and  an  NCAA  birth  that  no  other 
Lehigh  team  in  history  has    ever  achieved.

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Coach  Julie  Leonhardt  had  big  expectations  coming  into  this  fall 
season  for  her  Lady  Mountain  Hawks,  and  she  watched  as  her  team 
fulfilled  them.  The  Hawks  broke  four  season  records,  tied  two 
records,  scored  the  most  goals  in  one  season  since  1994  and  beat 
Army  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  women's  soccer  at  Lehigh. 
On  top  of  everything,  Lehigh  had  four  All-Patriot  League  Award 
recipients,  more  than  the  team  has  ever  had  before,  including  Jami 
Bisetti's  selection  as  Defensive  Player  of  the  Year.  Joining  Jami  were 
All-Patriot  selections  junior  Jen  Karpovich  (first  team),  junior 
Michi  Matter  (second  team)  and  freshman  Lauren  Rybas  (second 
team).  One  of  the  biggest  highlights  of  the  season  came  in  Lehigh's 
defeat  of  Lafayette  in  overtime  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  The 
team's  overall  record  tied  for  Best  Record,  and  the  women  allowed 
fewer  goals  than  ever  in  the  history  of  women's  soccer  at  Lehigh. 
Coach  Leonhardt  was  pleased  with  this  season  and  said,  "I  am 
extremely  proud  of  my  team." 


When  Jami  Bisetti  signed  with  Lehigh  as  a  goalkeeper, 
Coach  Julie  Leonhardt  said,  "She  was  taking  a  leap  of  faith 
coming  to  a  team  which  didn't  have  a  very  good  record  in  the 
past."  Coach  Leonhardt  was  a 
first-year  coach  and  was  plan- 
ning on  "...building  the  team 
up  from  the  back  to  the 
front. ..Jami  was  going  to 
be  the  cornerstone,"  and 
Jami  proved  to  be  just  that. 
Four  years  later,  Jami  was 
named  Patriot  League  De- 
fensive Player  of  the  Year. 
She  cvcelled  in  every  aspect  of 
her       game.       Jami       holds       six       career 

records      for      the      women's      soccer      team      and       has       the      second- 
best      Goals      Against      Average      in      Lehigh      history.

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This  season  proved  to  be  a  successful  one  for  the  Lehigh  Wrestling 
team  on  both  individual  and  collaborative  levels.  At  nationals,  held 
in  Iowa,  Lehigh  came  home  with  three  All  Americans.  Wrestling  at 
149  pounds,  Dave  Esposito  placed  second,  making  himself  a  two 
time  All  American  in  addition  to  his  title  of  EIWA  champ.  Mario 
Stuart  placed  fifth  at  125  pounds  and  Chris  Vitale  came  in  seventh 
at  1  57lbs.  Among  others  that  made  it  to  nationals  were  seniors  Matt 
Goldstein,  Ryan  Bernholz,  Rob  Rohn  and  heavyweight  Shawn 
Laughlin.  At  the  78th  Annual  Lewis  Wrestling  Dinner,  Esposito 
was  named  Most  Valuable  Wrestler,  and  Rob  Rohn  received  the 
Scholar  Athlete  Award,  for  outstanding  performance  both  on  and  off 
the  mat.  A  valuable  addition  to  this  year's  coaching  staff  was 
Assistant  Coach  Kerry  McCoy.  He  joins  Head  Coach  Strobel  as  the 
only  other  member  of  the  US  Olympic  Wrestling  Team  to  coach  at 
Lehigh.

The  spring  season  at  Lehigh  was  as  event- 
ful as  it  was  disappointing.

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Lehigh's  softball  team  set  many  recotds  this  season,  finishing  18- 
2  in  the  Patriot  League  and  39-15  overall.  Lehigh's  remarkable  and 
record  breaking  season  came  to  an  end  as  the  MountainHawks  were 
eliminated  from  the  third  round  of  the  NCAA  Regional  Tournament 
but  not  before  pioneering  uncharted  territory  for  both  Lehigh  and 
the  Patriot  League.  The  Mountain  Hawks  became  the  first  Patriot 
League  team  in  its  history  to  win  a  Regional  Tournament  game  with 
a  2-0  win  over  Seton  Hall.  "We've  set  a  pretty  high  standard  by  our 
accomplishments  this  season,"  head  coach  Fran  Troyan  said.

Lehigh  golf  finished  out  its  season  with  a  seventh  place  finish  at 
the  Rutherford  Intercollegiate  Tournament  hosted  by  Penn  State. 
The  Mountain  Hawks  shot  a  three-round  900  total  to  finish  tied  for 
seventh  with  George  Mason  University.  Penn  State  won  the  tourna- 
ment shooting  an  863,  19  strokes  better  than  the  runner-up  James 
Madison.  Mike  Eglit  led  Lehigh  with  a  217.  Bowen  Osborn,  the 
Patriot  League  Individual  Champion,  struggled  in  the  first  round 
shooting  a  79  but  quickly  recovered  to  shoot  a  7 1  and  69  respectively 
in  the  last  two  rounds.  Osborn  finished  tied  for  13th  overall. 

Women's  golf  at  Lehigh  will  achieve  NCAA  Division  I  varsity 
status  for  the  2001-2002  season.  Other  news  fiom  the  Lehigh  golf 
program  is  that  a  new  on-campus  practice  facility  is  being  developed 
and  is  scheduled  to  be  opened  in  the  fall  of  2001.  Current  plans  call 
for  a  driving  range,  a  chipping  green  with  bunkers  and  the  possibility 
of  one  or  two  practice  holes.  Since  the  women's  team  already  has 
access  to  the  nearby  Locust  'Valley  Golf  Club,  this  new  practice  area 
gives  the  women  a  complete  practice  and  playing  package.

The  Opera/Musical  Theatre  workshop  at  Lehigh  University  was  founded  by  Laura  Johnson 
in  1995  under  the  aegis  of  the  music  department  at  the  invitation  of  chairperson  Nadine 
Sine.  Starting  with  only  four  student  participants  in  its  initial  presentation  at  Lamberton 
Hall,  the  program  quickly  grew  each  successive  semester  to  include  a  company  of  more  than 
twenty  for  the  premiere  presentation  of  "Divas,  Dolls  and  Demoiselles  ot  the  Demimonde" 
in  Baker  Hall  at  the  Zoellner  Arts  Center  in  April,  1 997.  This  enthusiastic  student  response 
motivated  the  decision  to  produce  a  full-length  musical,  Stephen  Sondheim's  "Into  the 
Woods"  in  January,  1998  followed  by  "A  Little  Night  Music"  in  1999.  Both  musicals 
received  critical  acclaim.  "Le  Nozze  di  Figaro"  marked  the  debut  ot  "Opera  at  Lehigh"  and 
the  realization  ot  a  dream  for  Ms.  Johnson  and  Professor  Paul  Salerni  to  collaborate  on 
protessional  operatic  productions  at  Lehigh  while  providing  opportunities  for  talented 
students  onstage,  in  the  pit  and  behind  the  scenes.  It  was  a  natural  progression  from  both 
the  Opera/Musical  Theatre  Workshop  and  the  Lehigh  University  Very  Modern  Ensemble 
that  produced  stagings  of  several  twentieth-century  one-act  operas  and  mucial/theatre 
pieces.  "The  Pirates  of  Penzance"  was  the  first  production  that  used  a  cast  made  up  entirely 
of  Lehigh  students.  The  next  "Opera  at  Lehigh"  production,  "Rossini's  II  Barbiere  di 
Siviglia"  (The  Barber  of  Seville),  is  scheduled  tor  September  2001.
